Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Differences between the abuse deterrant fonnulations of the instant 
claims and that described by Oshlack et al (US 6,696,088) were discussed. Applicants explained that Oshlack (as well 
as Smith, US 6,310,072) fails to teach lipophilic derivatives of oxycodone, in the the claimed matrix materials. It was 
explained by applicants that dispersing the drug in the claimed carrier prevents the release of the drug upon crushing 
(Declaration submitted on 6-29-07) and that the present method of fomnulating the dispersion prevents the extraction of 
not only a lipophilic derivative but also a free base of the drug. Since the application is under final rejection, it was 
suggested to applicants to file a request for reconsideration, which will be considered for detemiining the patentability.
